Routing 1,000 


ELLWOOD CITY, Pa., April 11 
(®—Poisonous chlorine gas, pour- 
ing from a leaking valve on a 
railroad tank car, sickened near- 
ly 100 men, women and children 
today and caused an estimated 
1,000 persons to flee their homes. 
For a period of several hours 
the fumes spread silently through 
the nearby town of Frisco, a com- 
munity of about 120 residents, 25 
miles northwest of Pittsburgh. 
Families—among them Mr. and 
Mrs. Ralph Tritt and their nine 
children—were sickened in their 
sleep. It was 5:30 a.m. when the 
dangerous situation was discov- 
ered. 

Police, volunteer firemen and 
Civil Defense workers spread the 
alarm, evacuated residents, hunt- 


located finally in the tank car on 
a siding near the Bison Lobora- 
tories, Inc. The firm uses chlo- 
rine in the manufacture of a 
chemical bleach. 

Ellwood City Hospital, which 
reported it had treated about 40 
victims of the gas poisoning, said 
all but 11 had been allowed to go 
home.

1, 1958, to Singapore, a British 
crown colony. 

When a new constitution outlined 
in the agreement becomes effec-

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Ike Learns Lesson 
First Taught FDR 


Today is the 12th anniversary of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt’s death at Warm 
Springs and it is a curious and interesting 
fact that President Eisenhower's budget 
problems serve to give new and more ac- 
curate measure to FDR. 


Eisenhower, at his Wednesday press 
conference, reminded his fellow country- 
men that we could not go back to 1890. 
The methods and the budgets of that 
time will not fit the vastly greater nation 
of today, he said, in defending his finan- 
cial proposals. 

Roosevelt said that a long time ago 
and was roundly abused for it by the same 
sort of mentalities which now attack 
Eisenhower. 

Roosevelt said it more dramatically. 
He said we couldn't go back to the “horse 
and buggy days.” 

Both views were and are right. 


The Eisenhower budget is not too bad. 
It is the largest peacetime budget ever 
presented. It is, for example, about twice 
the size of the 1949 budget. 

Sen. Harry Byrd, who thought the one 
of 1949 was too much, leads the fight on 
this one. He has made a reputation out 
of saying no. It is a peculiarly negative 
sort of reputation and one which, if sup- 
ported, would be disastrous to the na- 
tion. 

Some of those who scream loudest 
about the budget are most responsible for 
‘its’ size. Business and labor both must 
share part of the blame for the inflation 
which causes government costs—espe- 
cially in the defénse program—to con- 
tinue to climb. Hypocritical businessmen 
who grant wage increases and then in- 
crease prices all out of proportion to the 
hikes forget conveniently that this is 
reflected in the budget and in inflation- 
ary pressures. 

FDR was the directing architect of 
great reforms which stabilized the capi- 
talistic system, through programs to pro- 
tect the poor, the aged, the unemployed 
_ and to provide other bulwarks for the 
profit system. Time will prove Mr. 
Roosevelt to have been a great conser- 
vative. 

FDR was a leader. He dared to dream 
dreams and to make them a part of our 
substance and our national philosophy. 
He had opinions. He did not run from 
decisions. He sought them. He was a dy- 
namic man for a dynamic people. And the 
fact that modern Republicanism has ac- 
cepted all his great reforms and seeks to 
strengthen and enlarge them, is on this 
day, a fitting tribute to him.

Reds’ Bonds Are Good 
As the Kremlin’s Word 


Russia has come forth with a plan to 
cancel about 75 per cent of its national 
internal debt at one swoop. Even for the 
Kremlin it is a unique approach. 

For some 20 years or longer the Rus- 
siam workers have been required to in- 
vest an average of from 6 to 8 per cent 
of their wages in state bonds each month. 
They won't be required to in the future. 

Neither will they get back the money 
they have placed in the fund or any in- 
terest on it. Now that the pot totals 260 
billion rubles, which is 26 billion dollars 
at the new premium rate of exchange, the 
government blithely proposes to postpone 
repayment to investors for 20 to 25 years. 
In effect the money would be confiscated. 


Within that period of time, according 
to the Russian schedule, present so-called 
socialism will have been replaced by a 
state of communism. There would be no 
private ownership of such property as 
bonds. 

Communist Party leader Khrushchev 
says that Western capitalists will not un- 
derstand the new plan. He’s right to a 
certain extent. But the motive is coming 
through clearly. 

Khrushchev also remarked that the 
same Western capitalists will never be- 
lieve that the Soviet people are cutting 
off their life savings of their own ac- 
cord. He is absolutely right there. The 
silence from the Russian “volunteers” is 
deafening.

WASHINGTON, April 11 (UP) 
— President Eisenhower urged 
Congress today to set up an in- 
dependent “airways moderniza- | 
tion board” to solve the growing! 
problem of all collisions. 

His proposal was promptly 
criticized by Chairman A. S. Mike 
Monroney (D-Okla) ‘of a Senate 


Interstate Commerce subcommit- 
tee on aviation. Monroney com- 
plained that the plan does not go 
far enough. 


Eisenhower proposed creation 
of a three-man board to coordi- 
nate all civil and military re-| 
search on air traffic problems. | 
It would be composed of repre- | 
sentatives from the Defense and 
Commerce Departments and 
headed by a chairman appointed 
by the President. 


INVITES DELAY 


But Monroney said _ establish- 
ment of such a board “invites 
dciay, dissension, and compro- 
mise.”” 

“The emergency is too great 
and requires immediate action,” 
he said. “I doubt the wisdom of 
a three-man board as proposed 
by the President.” 

He noted that the proposed 
board would have no power to 
order military or civilian airlines 
to put its recommendations for 
air safety into effect. He said any 
traffic agency should have such 
authority. 


SPECIAL REPORT 


Eisenhower’s proposal went to 
Congress in the form of a special 
interim report by Edward P. 
Curtis, chief of the President's 
Aviation Facilities Planning Group 
which was established in March, 
1956. 

Curtis plans to issue around 
May 1 a comprehensive blueprint 
for revising the present air traf- 
fic system.

Miss Fenner talks about what 
children read and what par- 
ents can do to bring children 
and books together, but if you 
don’t like books yourself, don’t 
hother with it, for it will do 
neither you nor your child any 
good. 

Miss Fenner makes many 
suggestions, listing books for 
children who don't like to read 
as well as for those who do 
and suggests 100 books for a 
child's home library. Half the 
fun of reading, she makes 
clear, is in owning a_ book, 
and don’t make the mistake of 
refusing to buy your child a 
certain book because he al- 


-feady has read it once, or a 


dozen times. That is the very 
book he should own. 


SHOULD READ SEVERAL ‘ 

There are paragraphs in the 
Fenner book every. parent 
should read. Here they are: 

‘We don't expect children to 
be born liking Beethoven or 
Brehms. We take them to con- 
certs, buy records, have them 
take music lessons. 

‘‘We don't expect them to be 
born understanding great art. 
We take them to galleries, 
have them study art, and are 
grateful if, after it all, they 
have a liking and some under- 
standing of art. 

“We even take children to 
museums and restored villages 
and antiquities so that they 
may appreciate old things of 
beauty and understand better 
what they came from. 


“EXPENSIVE” 


‘But books! Often that is 
something else again. Money 
is spent for concerts and rec- 
ords. Parts of their education, 
we say. Money is spent for 
pictures and trips to galleries. 
Education again. But a book! 
‘Books are so expensive.’ We 
buy space hats at $3.98, and 
real leather holsters with a 
brace of guns for the price of 
three or four books. The guns 
and the space hats are out- 
grown. But books are never 
outgrown. 

“The ones the children love, 
whether they are classics or 
the Bobbsey Twins, give a life- 
long satisfaction, teach a les- 
son, carry them lands away, 
are treasured and handed on 
to their children. Books expen- 
sive? It is the spac@ hat that 
is expensive. 

CHILDHOOD IS SHORT 

“When I think of children 
and books and the opportuni- 
ties we older folks miss to 
bring the two together, I could 
weep. And when I see how 
important parents are to chil- 
dren, how wise the children

The greatest thrill of Mann's baseball life took place on 
Aug.'4, 1935 . . . the day Hughes Spalding appointed him president 
of the Crackers. By Aug. 6, 1949, he owned the club. 

There is an oft-told story about his appointment as president, 
which is worth repeating. The club was then owned by Coca-Cola, 
and Spalding cabled the news to Bob Woodruff, who was in Paris. 

Woodruff, then executive chairman of the Coke family, cabled 
Spalding: ‘‘Mann too young. Take it yourself.’’ 

‘Spalding fired another cable to Woodruff: ‘‘Too late. He may 
be too young. I'm too old.” 

At that juncture the Crackers were in the midst of ten- 
year pennant famine. But Mann quickly justified Spalding’s 
faith in him by rounding up talent for two straight champion- 
ship clubs.

And Glitter 


The gayest Easter eggs this 
season will be wearing funny 
little ready-made faces that 
stick onto tinted eggs. These 
are a far cry from the original 
Easter eggs of the ancient 
Persians and. Egyptians who 
colored them red only. 

But the meaning is the same— 
the joy of Easter.
